Council Gets ^ 
Reports on 
Two Siqnals

Plans are now being made 
for Installation of traffic signals 
at 174th and Yukon, but signals 
at Calle Mayor and Pacific 
Coast Hwy. might he danger­ 
ous.

That was what Edward T, 
Telford, district engineer for 
the State Division of Highways, 
told the City Council in a letter 
read Tuesday night.

The Yukon signal will be con­ 
structed soon, he said.

A signal at Calle Mayor and 
Pacific Coast Hwy. might he 
more dangerous than the pres­ 
ent situation, the letter Indi­ 
cated. The city had requested 
signals there to facilitate move- 
ment, of fire trucks at, the new 
fire station to he located near 
the intersection.

Telford suggested that mov- 
ing of the fire equipment might, 
ho hotter handled hy sirens and 
red lights on the equipment and 
an auxiliary siren on the fire 
station.

Police Chief Willard Haslam 
said the flashing light and siren 
might he hotter. The intersec­ 
tion Is dangerous because It Is 
located Just around a curve and 
hill, he said.

The matter was sent to the 
Traffic Commission and Fire 
Chief for further study.
